We certainly do not suggest that a 
youth canteen is the answer to 
juvenile problems. In fact it can be 
just the opposite. That is why we need 
a good recreation board. A youth 
canteen should be more than a 
stepping stone to night clubs. It 
should have far more than a few 
tables where young people can sip 
cokes between dances. It must have 
a well rounded program that will be 
attractive and constructive. 
rn 
We heartily disagree with a re ­ 
cent speech made in Bradford by 
the high school principal. Speaking 
at an athletic banquet when awards 
were given to the students, he ha­ 
rangued the people of the town for 
not supporting the teams of the 
school. He scorched the fans for 
their lack of loyalty and reported 
that the school’s teams had lost 
one thousand dollars this year. He 
also called the withdrawal of the 
baseball team from the form er Pony 
league a sad situation and the loss 
of a recreation facility. 
We don’t agree that a baseball 
team or any team is a recreation 
facility. This is the day of parti­ 
cipation, and though we may want 
good teams as an inspiration to 
other perform ers, it is more im ­ 
portant to have activities that will 
keep our residents, young and old, 
occupied in a healthy way. 
We see nothing frightening about 
a school losing a thousand dollars 
in its operation of teams in several 
sports. That sounds like a very in­ 
expensive program if it provides 
enough activity for enough boys 
and girls. We are inclined to sus­ 
pect that such is not the case in 
Bradford where much emphasis has 
been placed on football and basket­ 
ball. Their squads are sm aller than 
ours, probably because they are in­ 
terested in only those with the talent 
to provide winning teams. In W arren 
we want to win, but the athletic 
squads are there prim arily to give 
the boys a body-building activity. 
We believe a town can have the will 
to win, the ability to win, and fun. 
But there is the dollar again, and 
you will find the same thinking in 
local circles. The 'ood health, both 
moral and phy> cal, of our future 
generations, and o. the present one, 
is not sulfide] 
v .uable tu justify 


the expenditure of a few public dol­ 
lars? 
* 
The fact is that W arren spends 
very little on recreation. Through 
the recreation board and the school 
board the state has been brought into 
the picture and now pays a major 
share of the supervision cost. In 
addition a m ajor share of our park 
budget is spent on parks and not 
recreation, though to see them slice 
the budget on annual graphs you 
would think that W arren were spend­ 
ing thousands on play areas and 
programs. 


This not only is untrue, but too 
much of our parks budget is eaten 
up by work that is in the borderline 
category and we might question it as 
strictly park work. In fact, some of it 
is absolutely not park department 


responsibility. 
* 


We have sat back here mighty 
peaceful like and have watched this 
quiet maneuvering that has been 
going on. There are some among 
us who cannot believe that anyone 
can perform a public service with­ 
out thought of prestige or a will for 
power. They apparently cannot be­ 
lieve that altruism can exist where 
civic activities are concerned. 


Well, there are such people, gen­ 
tlemen. W arren has citizens who are 
quite willing to give their time and 
abilities to the community with no 
thought of gain, financial, political, 
social, or egoistic. The Observer 
intends to give such people all the 
help possible, and will oppose and 
expose those who stand in the way 
of progress.

VENDING MACHINE BAIT 
The FTC has ordered Vendit, 
Inc. of Cleveland, Ohio, to stop using 
bait and o t h e r forms of deceptive ad­ 
vertising to sell its vending m a­ 
chines and supplies. 
The Commission's complaint, is ­ 
sued December 18, had charged the 
company with falsely advertising in 
“ Help Wanted” sections of news­ 
papers as bait to induce inquiries 
for employment. Persons answering 
the ads, the complaint had alleged, 
are visited by salesmen who attempt 
to sell them vending machines. 
The complaint further charged 
salesmen m isrepresented the prof­ 
its and security in operating vending 
machines and th e assistance the 
company will give purchasers. 
The company has agreed to an 
order which prohibits the follow­ 
ing representations: 
That employment is offered by it 
when, in fact, the real purpose of 
advertisements is to obtain pur­ 
chasers of its products; 
That its offer is made to se­ 
lected persons who must have a 
car and furnish references; 
That profits are any amounts in 
excess of those customarily earned 
by operators; 
That the amount invested is se­ 
cured and that the purchasers can­ 
not lose their investments; and 
That the operation of the machines 
is the safest or surest business on 
earth.

CLAIM TOO MUCH 
The Federal Trade Commission 
has ordered American Life and Ac­ 
cident Insurance Co., St. Louis, Mo., 
to stop m isrepresenting the benefits 
of its accident and health insurance 
policies.

by Commissioner Robert T. Secrest, 
modified a hearing examiner’s e a r­ 
lier decision that, while the company 
has m isrepresented its coverage in 
advertising, these practices have 
been abandoned in good faith and the 
complaint should be dismissed. 
Commissioner Secrest said that, 
although objectionable radio adver­ 
tising and brochures were discon­ 
tinued in 1954, the company con­ 
tinues 
to solicit 
new 
business 
through the mails with a series of 
IO letters. 
Accordingly, the Commission o r­ 
dered the company to stop m is­ 
representing (I) duration of cover­ 
age, (2) a m o u n t s payable fo r 
medical, surgical, and hospital se r­ 
vices, (3) death benefits, and (4) 
the extent of coverage in case of 
accidents and sickness.

NOT A PHOTO CONTEST 
Because the child photo contest 
idea is used in many areas with a 


variety of approaches it might be 
helpful to gullible parents if they 
know how some of these so-called 
“ contests” 
really are operated. 
Here is the FTC story on one of 
them. 


The Federal Trade Commission 
today charged that the “ Cutest Child 
Contest” conducted by Royal True 
Color Corp., 2703 - 41st Ave., Long 
Island City, N.Y., is not a contest at 
all but a scheme to sell photo­ 
graphs. 
According to a Commission com­ 
plaint, the respondent advertises 
this plan by means of post cards. 
The complaint cites a typical card, 
which reads: 
Dear Mother 
55 Valuable P rizes 
You are cordially invited to bring 
your child to GRANGE HALL (Farm 
Village Road) in WEST SIMSBURY, 
CONN., on FRIDAY, AUGUST 26th, 
l l A.M. till 6 P.M. to be photo­ 
graphed in TRUE COLOR. For our 
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Vi-wili 
Extra-tough finish resists hard knocks, smudging, grease, 
stains . ; . perfect for bathrooms, kitchens, walls, woodwork—furniture, indoors 
or out. •. easy to use . . . covers most surfaces in one quick coat. . . dries fast

The only objective of these post 
cards, the complaint says, is to sell 
photographs. TTie so-called contest 
is not sponsored by American Fam ­ 
ily Magazine, which, in fact, is not 
a recognized or established publi­ 
cation but one owned by the respon­ 
dent, the complaint adds. 
Children designated as * 'winners, ’ ’ 
the complaint continues, do not re ­ 
ceive valuable prizes, but trivial 
toys. 
No parent whose child poses re ­ 
ceives a free portrait, the complaint 
says, although some may receive a 
small film slide — for 35 cents. 
The colors of pictures that are 
delivered, the complaint says, are 
unnatural and inferior. 
In some cases, the complaint 
says, photographs which ai*e pur­ 
chased are not delivered; in other 
instances they are delivered only 
after extended delay. Many times, 
the complaint continues, purchasers 
have received photographs of poor 
quality but have been unable to 
secure any sort of adjustment from 
the respondent. 
These custom ers also have been 
told that American Family Maga­ 


zine is sim ilar to magazines pub­ 
lished for and sold in supermarkets 
and that it is a monthly magazine. 
In fact, the complaint alleges, 
this magazine is not sim ilar to 
those sold in superm arkets and is 
published only quarterly. In many 
instances, the complaint notes, p ar­ 
ents who have subscribed have not 
received any issues.

NOT WESTINGHOUSE 
The cooker-fryer sold by Niresk 
Industries, Inc., of Chicago, is not, 
a product of Westinghouse, though 
the phrase “ Westinghouse 
Auto­ 
matic Therm ostat” is displayed in 
its advertising. 
The fryer also is not entitled to 
be displayed with the Good House­ 
keeping Seal, though the company 
has displayed the seal in such away 
as to imply the fryer is approved. 
The FTC says the purported sav­ 
ings also are not factual because 
the prices designated as “ regular 
value” and “ suggested retail” are 
ficticiously high.

NEW SHAVERS 
Schick electric shavers not only 
are going to court to prove Reming­ 
ton wrong when it says a two-headed 
shaver will cut the skin, but they will 
come out with two new shavers next 
month. Both with two blades. They 
will be announced in the June 6 
issue of Life and on the June 27 
television broadcast of Dragnet.

TAX REFUNDS POSSIBLE 
If you have been refused a re ­ 
fund for the exclusion of disability 
payments from your gross income 
you may still be eligible fora return 
from the government. The Supreme 
Court has made a ruling which has 
made it necessary for the Internal 
Revenue Service to give further 
consideration to these cases. 
District Director John H, Bingler 
asks all taxpayers whose claims 
were rejected or were withdrawn 
to reopen their claims before the 
statute of limitations expires. Tax­ 
payers who have filed refund claims 
involving this issue and on which 
no action has been taken need not 
file again. The statute of limita­ 
tions is three years after the filing 
of the return or two years after 
payment of the tax, whichever is 
later.

Death Penalty For Moon 
Upheld By Supreme Court 


The death sentence handed N or­ 
man W. Moon, the 32-y e a r-o ld 
Connellsville man who shot Judge 
Allison D. Wade in the W arren 
County Court room o v e r three years 
ago, was upheld Monday by the State 
Supreme Court, 
Moon had asked the high tribunal 
to set aside the sentence on the 
basis he failed to receive a fair 
and im partial trial.

Flick, Jr. 
The 
defense attorney, Edward 
Durn bauld of Uniontown, argued that 
a new trial should be granted the 
convicted slayer as his fate was

and lacked the necessary 
qualifications of fairness and im ­ 
partiality. 
Justice Michael A.Musmanno was 
the only judge on the high tribunal 
to cast a dissenting vote.

January 13, 
1954, when he was 
called to the court room here on a 
non-support charge involving his 
wife. 
Whether or not a further appeal 
to a high court or to the state P a r­ 
dons Board, which can reduce the 
death penalty, will be made Is still 
to be indicated.

President Is Kept 
In The Dark 


By Thomas L. Stokes 


WASHINGTON. — The really im­ 
portant thing about the political 
debate in the Senate this week is 
not the personal attack on P resi­ 
dent Eisenhower by Democrats. 
Rather, it is the picture built 
up of a President who is kept in 
the dark about matters handled by 
his White House staff which a P res­ 
ident should know about. This "ig ­ 
norance,” as it was bluntly called 
by the President’s Democratic de­ 
tractors, was about natural re ­ 
source policy and special privileges 
for big electric utilities. 
What has happened once again 
emphasizes what now is common 
knowledge here — how powerful 
business and financial interests op­ 
erate to get what they want behind 
the facade of a kindly, popular hero 
whose interest in social welfare is 
continually stressed. 
Once again the famous Dixon- 
Yates deal designed to strangle 
TVA was recalled by Senator Estes 
Kefauyer (D., Term.) in connection 
with confirmation of J. Sinclair 
Armstrong, formerly chairman of 
the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission, as Assistant Secretary of 
Navy. 
When SEC chairman, Armstrong 
was 
shoved around by Sherman 
Adams, assistant to the President. 
The latter got Armstrong to delay 
the beginning of an investigation of 
the Dixon-Yates deal so that the 
-louse could act on a $6 1/2 million 
appropriation for a transmission 
ine for Dixon-Yates before the SEC 
investigation. 
Adams knew such a probe would 
show, as it did, that an agent of a 
Wall Street investment firm involved 
in the Dixon-Yates financing was 
also a consultant for the Budget 
Bureau in negotiating the Dixon- 
Yates deal. 
This is known as "conflict of 
interest,” of which there have been 
numerous cases in this business 
Administration. It is against the law. 
During the controversy over the 
Dixon-Yates contract, which was 
finally canceled by the government 
because of conflict of interest, we 
discovered at White House news con­ 
ferences that the President had not 
been informed by his White House 
staff of details of this case affecting 
a big section of tile country and an 
important government project. 
Now we discover that the P resi­ 
dent still is not kept informed about 
important matters by his 
White

House staff in another case. This 
involves another big utility — the 
Idaho Power Company of Augusta, 
Me., — which already had been 
favored by grant of the biggest 
waterpower site still undeveloped 
in the United States, Hell’s Canyon 
in the Snake River along the Oregon- 
Idaho border. 
Twice at recent news conferences, 
President Eisenhower expressed his 
disapproval of fast tax writeoffs such 
as recently was approved for the 
Idaho Power Company by Gordon 
Gray, administrator of the Office of 
Defense Mobilization. 
This means of qui ck amortization, 
which was instituted to induce p ri­ 
vate industry to expand for war 
seduction, amounts to an abatement 
of taxes for five years, constituting 
an interest-free loan. The President 
pointed out each time that Secretary 
of Treasury George M. Humphrey 
opposes this device, as the Secretary 
himself had made known long ago. 
Yet the Treasury head first found 
out about the Idaho Power Company 
case when he read about it in the 
newspapers. Obviously the P resi­ 
dent couldn’t have been advised 
either — at least it would be as­ 
sumed that, if he had, he would have 
stopped it. 
But the White House staff knew 
about it. Or so we would gather 
from Gray’s testimony this week 
before a Senate committee. He had 
discussed it with members of the 
White House staff. We can only con­ 
clude that they told him to go ahead 
and approve it. He refused to divulge 
the details of his conference with 
White House staff members. Six 
times he pleaded "executive privi­ 
lege,” which works like the Fifth 
Amendment. 
There has been too much of this 
locking of the barn door after the 
horse is stolen in this Administra­ 
tion. The President regrets — but 
the big interests always get what 
they want. He should have known 
about this Idaho Power Company 
case. It has been bruited about in 
Congress for two years. 
It was two years ago that Senator 
Wayrfe Morse (D„ Ore.) warned in a 
Senate speech that the Idaho Power 
Company would get a quick tax- 
amortization certificate. 
Several 
months ago both Virginia Senators 
Harry F. Byrd and A. Willis Robert­ 
son, Democrats, cautioned the Office 
of Defense Mobilization 
against 
granting it. Robertson asked that 
an ODM representative appear be­ 
fore 
his 
committee. None ever 
showed up. 
This week the President told us 
rank-and-file citizens we can’t have 
a tax cut yet.
